environmental resources while maintaining safety and mobility. IDOT is looking for
focused and direct input from the community in understanding the community’s
transportation needs and concerns in development of the study. The purpose of the
meeting will be to obtain feedback on two refined project alternatives developed to

address the needs of the study area.
